tation in Austria-Hungary is receiv- 
ing a great deal of attention in Ger- 
many. 
The 
socialist 
newspapers 


Vorwaerts of Berlin emphatically de- 
clares the solidarity of the German 
proletariat with Austrian labor in. 
the peace.struggle 
and 
maintains 


that events in the dual monarchy 
must have a deep reaction in Ger-1 
many. 


"We have been walking on the 


edge of .a precipice in the last few 
days," it says, and goes on- to de- 
mand that the German government 
resolutely take its place by the side 
of its Austrian ally. 
"As the 
fruit 
of pan-German 


propaganda," it continues, "we are 
menaced, not only with the wrecking 
of the peace negotiations with Rus- 
sia but also with complete political 
isolation. This danger can.be avert- 
ed only if the German government 
declared itself in agreement 
with 


Foreign Minister Czernin's declara,- 
tion (respecting adherence to the 
principles of no annexations and no 
indemnities) and draws therefrom 
all practical conclusions, which must 
be drawn honestly. 
If the govern- 


ment acts otherwise the consequence 
•would be that while Austria-Hungary 
and Russia enter into lasting relations 
of friendship Germany will remain 
excluded therefrom and 
we 
shall 


lose our last neighbor and friend." 


Among newspapers of -a different 


complexion there al*e indications of 
considerable irritation toward Aus- 
tria which in some cases is expressed 
frankly..- The Taglische Rundeschau. 
of Berlin- declares that allowing sup- 
port from -the Austrian government 
democratic -internationalism has come 
to the surface, stirring up strike af- 
ter strike and preparing for demo- 
cratic peace of the 
sort 
Trotzky 


stands for. It also speaks of a fresh 
crisis arising in Germany through 
the action of the German social de- 
mocracy. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung 


expresses much concern at the peace 
agitation in Austria, remarking that 
Germany cannot be asked to agree to 
an unconditional peace after such a 
war as this, nor can Austria. It com- 
plains that the Austrian government 
might do more than it is doing to 
make it clear that it is not in the 
speciarinterests of Germany that the 
two nations are standing together in 
the .peace negotiations. 
The Zeitung 


conjectures that the strikes in Aus- 
tria are attributed to count -Czernin's 
"stage management."

These are the first reports of :men 


killed in action in more than two 
months. In the opinion of army of- 
ficers here, the appearance of "killed 
in action" in- the reports does not 
necessarily mean, that American batj 
talions have returned to the front 
line' trenches for further training af- 
ter an absence of some weeks, but 
that is the interpretation being gen- 
erally placed on the news. 


For military reasons the war de- 


partment declined today 
to 
say 


whether a definite sector has been 
taken over by the Americans; 


Casualties resulting from partici- 


pation by an American company in a 
reconnoitering party conducted by 
French troops, or from a 'chance hit 
by enemy artillery among a party of 
dispatch riders, would all be report- 
ed under the head of killed in action. 
Army officers pointed out also that 
occasional shells are exchanged all 
along the front for the purpose of 
rectifying ranges or .to demolish a 
troublesome vantage point 
on the 


other side, and that men killed as a 
result of such exchanges are consid' 
ered fallen in action.

Heavy Snows Interfere and 


Are Making Traffic Ex- 


tremely Slow.

Washington, Jan. 23.—America's 


industries, idle for the past five days 
.under the fuel administration's clos- 
ing order, resumed operations today 
in the face of a, congested transpor- 
tation situation east of the Mississip- 
pi threatening daily to become worse 
from adverse weather conditions. 


At the same time Director General 


McAdoo of the railroads was. consid- 
ering proposals of the fuel adminis- 
tration to embargo-all freight except 
coal and food for the rest of 
the 


week, at least, to insure an adequate 
movement of these commodities. 


Request for an embargo as the 


only means of keeping the stream of 
coal on its way to eastern-household- 
ers and trans-Atlantic shipping inter- 
ests, was made to Mr. McAdoo last 
night by Fuel Administrator Garfield, 
who believes the flood of new freight 
from reopened manufacturing plants 
will further delay coal production. 


Although the director general was 


not inclined to view the 
embargo 


proposal with favor, he promised to 
study Dr. Garfield's figures showing 
curtailment of coaL production in re- 
cent weeks and take-whatever action 
seemed - best. 
Mr. McAdoo • believes 
that under government operation con- 
sequent of pooling of facilities and 
short haul routing the railroads will 
be able to straighten out the traffic 
tangle without resorting to embar- 
goes. 
He points out that coal and 


food already have been given pref- 
erence over other classes of freight. 


With the director general, Garfield 


set about today to devise a scheme 
to eliminate cross hauls and send 
coal from the-mine to- the consumer 
over, the shortest route. 
Details of 


the plan will be worked out by a 
committee of two officials from the 
railroad and fuel administration. 


Despite reports at the office of 
the fuel administration thai ships 
were being bunkered more rapidly 
than last week and coal was going in 
larger quantities to domestic consum- 
ers, the necessity of quick dealing 
with the transportation situation was 
emphasized by descriptions 
of 
the 


weather 
conditions. Heavy snows 


yesterday throughout New York, New 
England, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, made 
traffic 
extremely 


slow and cut the supply of empty 
cars to mines far 
below 
normal. 


Bunkering, too, was hampered by 
cold weather. 
The fuel administration's request 


for an embargo similar to the one de- 
clared Monday on the Pennsylvania 
east of Pittsburgh, suggested .it be 
arjplied particularly to the Pennsyl- 
vania. Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Philadelphia and Reading where the 
worst congestion exists in lines lead- 
ing to the seaboard. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—An embargo 


on all freight except food, fuel and 
war munitions on the Pennsylvania 
lines east of Pittsburgh, Baltimore 
and Ohio, east of the Ohio river and 
the Philadelphia and Reading was 
authorized today by Director General 
McAdoo.

sort is apparently not objectionable 
to the German authorities. 


These authorities, however, have 


suppressed the Socialist newspaper, 
Vorwaerts, for three days because of 
that journal's comment on the- Aus- 
trian situation in which it mentioned 
the danger of Austria breaking away, 
making peace with Russia and leav- 
ing: Germany isolated.

urged 


Germany to take her place beside her 
Austrian ally, subdue the Pan-Ger- 
mans and adopt a course in the 
peace 
negotiations 
with 
Russia 


which would show her honestly in 
agreement with the Austrian declara- 
tion of no annexations and no in- 
demnities. 


The war aims enunciated by Prem- 


ier Lloyd George and President Wil- 
son were pointed to by the president 
of the important British labor con- 
ference in opening its sessions at 
Nottingham today as taking from 
Germany her claim that she was 
fighting a defensive war. 
If Ger- 


many would not accept those terms, 
he said, labor must fight on. 


With more than one million work- 


ers on strike,and widespread reports 
cf disorders in Austria and Hungary, 
the situation in the dual monarchy is 
beclouded, the 
censorship having 


stifled all news. The German censor- 
ship also has prohibited German 
navrspapers from telling of the situa- 
tion in Austria. 


Efforts of Austria statesmen 
to 


quiet the hungry people in their de- 
mand for peace apparently failed of 
their purpose and the censorship, 
which permitted the promises of the 
government's spokesmen to reach the 
outside world, again has resumed its 
vigor. Tiie trouble is said to be deep 
seated ar.d is a mixture of war weari- 
ness, hunger and anti-Germanism. 


Seemingly the one strong hope of 


Austrian leaders in quieting the tu- 
mult is in the success of t3ie negotia- 
tions at Brest-LUovsk with Russia 
and the Ukarine.

PROFITEERING LANDLORDS. 


(Daytou News.) 


There is one kind of profiteering 


that has received little or no atten- 
tion, although it is about as pernic- 
ious as 'any of the other attempts 
that have been made to acquire un- 
warranted gains at the expense of 
the public. 
In Washington, under 


the noses of members ot congress, it 
appears, 
this particular 
kind 
of 


profiteering has been carried to the 
extreme. 
Rents in that city have 


been raised to outlandiMi figures, 
owing to the demand for houses and 
apartments required by people who 
have been called to the capital to 
assist in carrying on the business of 
war. 
In the past two months, says 


a statement issued by the American 
Economic League, rents in Wash- 
ington have been 
advanced more 


than 100 per cent. 
Houses that for- 


merly were rented for $3r> a month 
are now being leased at $63, and 
the tenants are threatened with still 
further 
increases. 
Landlords 
re- 


fuse to rent for more than two 
months at a time, so that they-will 
have the privilege of dispossessing 
their tenants if opportunities for 
raising the rates present themselves. 


It is obvious that such conditions 


are unfair, and it is unfortunate that 
they are tolerated anywhere. 
It is 


not in Washington only that they 
exist. 
In many other cities "there 


have been influxes of workers, owing 
to increased activities in factories 
where war materials are being pro- 
duced, and rents have been raised. 
These advances, usually without any 
justification aside from the fact that 
the demand makes it possible for 
landlords to get almost \vhatever 
they ask, work hardships not only 
upon the newcomers, but upon the 
people who have been steady ten- 
ants. 
Perhaps there is no help for 


this kind of trouble.

Ohio went back to work today after 
five days of patriotic observance of 
the national fuel administration or- 
der but with a continued shortage of 
coal still facing 
the 
whole 
state. 


Many reports reached state officials, 
particularly the fuel administration 
offices and the public utilities inspec- 
tion department of fuel 
shortages 


and need of immediate help. The ral- 
,road situation, despite the shutdown 
continued demoralized so far as sup- 
plying immediate needs is concern- 
ed. 


Lack of motive power is one of the 


biggest factors in preventing the rail- 
roads from doing more, it was report- 
ed. On top of this, roads are loading 
their own cars to supply their own 
needs, a2cording to a statement by 
Inspector J. B. Dugnn, if the public 
utilities commission. 


On top of fuel shortage troubles 


reported today came many messages 
from various cities reporting the 
freezing of sprinkler systems in in- 
dustrial and other plants. Cincinnati 
apparently suffered 
more severely 


than any other city. The condition 
caused Fire- Marshal T. A. Fleming to 
lend a hand in helping such plants 
obtain coal quickly that serious fires 
may be prevented. 


A Cincinnati mill, according to the 


fire marshal's report, ignored the in- 
struction to .maintain a temperature 
of forty degrees in its plant and the 
sprinkler system froze 
up, 
buxsted 


and four inches of water stood in the 
engine rooms this morning. A'Marion 
factory sprinkler system was report- 
ed in the same condition and the Ma- 
rion fire chief was instructed by the 
fire marshal to help it obtain coal 
immediately from any source possi- 
ble. A tire and rubber company plant 
at Lancaster asked for help in get- 
ting coal to prevent a freeze up. The 
fire marshal's office was aiding oth- 
er industries that today faced danger 
of fire after, the five day suspension 
of activity. 
According to reports compiled by 


Inspector Dugan of the utilities com- 
mission, the Hocking Valley railroad 
is in better condition than other lines 
in'the state to handle coal. It has 
141 of its own engines and twenty 
borrowed locomotives in service. Mo- 
tive power condition is better than 
the average. The worst congestion of 
cars yesterday was at 
Nelsonville, 


where 1256 were on sidings. 
Three 


hundred and seventy were placed at 
mines. 
The Toledo and Ohio Central has 


2980 loaded cars on its tracks. 


The average number loaded a day 


is 200 compared with a normal load- 
ing of between 550 and GOO. No re- 
peat was made of motive power con- 
dition. 
-The. Detroit;- Toledo -and Ironton 


has 1,200 cars on its lines of which 
250 are loaded with coal. It has 118 
engines. 
The Baltimore and Ohio 


with COO cars loaded on the division, 
has 80 per cent, of them for railroad 
fuel. 
Car distribution is fifty per 


cent, normal. In the Holloway dis- 
trict there are 2100 cars on the line 
but mines are getting only a 24 per 
cent, supply. Condition of. engines is 
bad.The Pennsylvania engines could 
not be in worse'condition, the report 
declared. 
However, mines yesterday 


had a 100 per cent, car supply al- 
though 80 per cent is for railroad 
use.

The Norfolk and Western is hold- ( 
ing 1,287 cars for Pennsylvania con-j* 
nections, 467 for Big Four connec-jj 
tions and 68 for the Baltimore and 
Ohio. 
The statement was reiterated to-
